All Other Statei 
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Cocoa Countries 
Learn A Lesson 


Sevral new African nations whose cocoa ex- 


ports are the chief source of income in hard 
currencies are getting an economics lesson which 
may prove painful. The lesson involves the world 
cocoa price which they are attempting to in- 
crease by artificial means. 


The Cocoa Producers Alliance, formed by 


Ghana, Nigeria, Ivory Coast, Cameroun and Togo 
(Brazil is also a member), grows about 85 per 
cent of the world's cocoa production. In October 
the alliance fixed the price at 26.6 cents a 
pound, about 4 cents above the market. 


Despite the fact the six nations pratieally 


monopolize production, world markets showed 
' little or no reaction to the price-fixing attempt. 


The effort to inflate prices faces defeat for 


two reasons. First, American confectioners and 
bakers, for example, are well stocked up. Second, 
and more important, is the fact that supply far 
exceeds demand. 


This is one economic law which even the 


most greedy nations must abide.

Gromyko, The Equivocal Man 


Allen Drury, in his novels about U. S. political 


life, has warned us against our "equivocal men," mean- 
ing those public figures who speak out of two sides 
of their mouths on the subject of international Com- 
munism. Holmes Alexander picked up the phrase and 
made it the title of a book, "The Equivocal Men: 
Tales of the Establishment." Both Mr. Drury and Mr. 
Alexander have an undeniable point. The equivocators 
can do much to disarm us. 


Soviet Russia, however, has its own equivocal 


men, as witness Foreign Minister Andre! A. Grom- 
yko's recent opening speech before the General 
Assembly of the U. N. A number of commentators • 


t took ' Gromyko's remarks as constituting an olive 


. branch. Adlai SteraisMK on 
the other hand, 


spoke of "this harsh cold war talk," hoping that 
it would prove to be "more propaganda than 
policy." The answer, of course, is that Gromyko 
was'both soft and hard, depending on the particular 
paragraphs which his listeners cared to emphasize. 


The fact that Gromyko was deployed by the new 


dictators of Soviet Russia as one of the equivocal breed 
is actually a tribute to recent U. S. policy. The angry 
reaction in the Red world to the combined British- 
U. S.-Belgian paratrooper rescue of the white hostages 
of Stanleyville in the Congo was dismaying enough if 
the damage in wrecked U. S. embassy windows, 
smashed automobiles, and the gutting of the 27,000- 
volume John F. Kennedy Library in Carlo, is totted 
up. But the Russians, the Egyptians, the Algerians 
and the Central Africans would hardly have been so 
incendiary if the paratrooper expedition had not been 
a success. For the first time in many months the 
West had stood together in carrying out a practical 
policy: the paratroopers were Belgian, the planes that 
ferried them were U. S. planes, and the island they 
took off from was Ascension, a British possession. No 
wonder the range of the Communists was so violent. 
Far from trying to make excuses for the combined 
British-U.S.-Belgian action, Lyndon Jolinson should 
proclaim his pride in it — and institute that there will 
be more of this sort of thing to come if the Communists 
continue to indulge in the essentially Nazi tactic of 
holding innocent people as hostages. 


Gromyko was caught up in the necessity to express 


the rage of his Moscow bosses at being outmaneuvered 
by three nations of a West that is still sufficiently 
civilized to think that individuals are worth rescuing. 
But if one of Grornkyo's eyes was on Communist failure 
in the Congo, his other eye was on the nations of 
eastern Europe, where the silent pressure from the 
underlying population is compelling the top dogs of 
the government apparatus to tread softly. 


It is in eastern Europe, one surmises from 


Gromyko's equivocal speech, that co-existence has 
Hs only real meaning. Manifestly co-existence does- 
n't apply in Cuba, the rocket-defended Red bas- 
tion from which Castro directs incendiary acti- 
vities in Venezuela. It doesn't apply in Africa, 
where the Algerians and the Egyptians are for- 
warding arms to the Congolese rebels. It doesn't 
apply in South Vietnam, where both the Russians 
and the Red Chinese support the Communist Vlet- 
cong. It doesn't apply In Indonesia, where Sukarno 
threatens Malaysia. Co-existence is strictly for the 
birds in every part of the world save in eastern 
Europe, where it is becoming a possibility not be- 
cause ol any magic U. S. statecraft but because 
the eastern Europeans, who remember their civiliz- 
ed traditions, have adapted the slow-down tactics 
of the western trade union movement to the end 
of forcing concessions from then- rulers. 


Since it seems to be possible to deal with eastern 


Europe on a special basis, the question arises: what 
kind of trade with Hungary, Poland, Czechoslovakia and 
Romania can help sustain the pressure of the under- 
lying populations on their masters for a better break? 
Donald Kendall, the head of the Pepsi-Cola Company, 
who is now negotiating the possible sale of his particular 
soft drink in east European countries, -thinks he has 
one answer: let the trade be pushed in consumer 
items, which will increase the yearnings of the under- 
lying populations for more and more of la dolce vita, 
or the sweet life. Mr. Kendall has been called "the 
Red president of Pepsi-Cola" in some quarters be- 
cause of his activities in trying to trade behind the 
Iron Curtain. But his point is logical: anything that 
makes for growing dissatisfaction in eastern Europe is 
good from our point of view. 


The object is to keep Gromyko equivocal, which 


is a practical synonym for being confused.

For Education In Samoan Schools

WASHINGTON _ My apologies 


to two Congressmen, John

Flynt, D-Ga.. and Mike Kirwan, 
D-Ohio, in regard to a recent 
column on their junkets. 


I now find that Rep. Flynt did 


not get started on his. He was 
slated to go to the Far East as 
a member of the House Appropri- 
ations Committee, but at the last 
minute called off the trip. 


Rep. Kirwan did go to Samoa 


in the South Sea islands on an 
inspection trip for the Appropria- 
tions Committee. But additional 
background has become available 
which in fairness I want to re- 
port. 


For a 5ong time the American 


part of Samoa has been one of 
the more neglected portions of 
the South Seas. It has suffered 
from poor schools, with one third 
of the children of high school 
age not attending. Under the law 
they are supposed to be tauglit 
in English, but few Samoan teach- 
ers have a real knowledge of 
English. 


Accordingly, Gov. Rex Lee de- 


cided to inaugurate educational 
television. He had the alternative 
of firing 300 Samoan teachers and 
bringing in 300 Americans to 
teach English, which would have 
generated ill will. So he decided 
to use a few American teachers 
to teach students via TV, and 
incidentally prove the English of 
the Samoan teachers. 


The Education Tent And The Cardinal's Camel 


WASHINGTON — "If you won't 


let Francis Cardinal Spellman's 
camel at least get its nose under 
the tent, you may as well forget 
about real aid to education. Your 
choice is giving aid to the public 
schools plus something for the 
parochial schools — or no aid at 
all, of the kind that's really 
needed." 


In these vivid terms, the choice 


now 
facing President Lyndon 


Johnson was summed up, not long 
ago, By a man who knows the 
temper of Congress better than 
most. For this very reason the 
White House staff members with 
responsibility for the educational 
part of the President's program 
actually came close to patting 
Cardinal Spellman's camel on the 
nose. 


In other words, they investigat- 


ed the probable reception of a bill 
that would indirectly aid the Ro- 
man Catholic and other schools. 


The idea was to use some such 


constitutional device as payments 
to school children to assist their 
lay education, on the pattern of 
the payments to ex-soldiers under 
the GI Bill of Rights. Payments 
of this sort would, of course, as- 
sist any school the children at- 
tended, whether public or private. 


The Justice Department was 


even consulted and acting Atty. 
Gen. Nicholas Deb. Katzenbach 
gave the confident opinion that 
a sound bill could be written 
which the Supreme Court could 
not and would not throw out. But 
these soundings also revealed that 
such a bill would run into furious 
opposition from the more preju- 
diced Protestants and would also 
get little support from the gut- 
liberals.

The first 
fact that emerges 


from such an examination is fair- 
ly shocking. In brief, if the pub- 
lic schools are not nearly good 
enough, the private schools, or 
at any rate trie parochial schools, 
are still less satisfactory by all 
the normal tests. 


Classroom sizes and the starting 


salaries of teachers are the most 
common testa. In our urban pub- 
ic schools (with which the paro- 
chial schools have to be com- 
pared, since most of them are 
urban) classroom sizes 'average 
well under 30 pupils. At the sec- 
ondary level, in fact, the average 
is only about 22 pupils per mem- 
ber of the teaching staff! 
The 


average teacher's starling salary 
is also just above $5000. 


In the parochial schools, in con- 


trast, classrooms holding as many 
as 60 pupils are the rule in many 
dioceses. 
The more fortunate 


dioceses, to Be sure, have lately 
begun to forbid classrooms hold- 
ing more than 50 pupils—but that 
only underlines the gravity of the 
problem. 


As for teachers' starting salar- 


ies, a few of the more happily 
situated dioceses offer new teach- 
ers pay competing with that of- 
fered by the public schools. But 
few indeed offer pensions and the 
like. And starting salaries in the 
$3000-$4000 range are common in 
many dioceses. 


Here are the real reasons, of 


course, why the church hierarchy 
is so determinedly 
opposed to 


federal aid to the public schools, 
unless some share is also given 


. to the parochial schools. The truth 


is that if the public schools were

It would then cost $6 billion mere- 
ly to. provide public school class- 
room space for the children now 
in parochial schools. 
And the 


children's education would also 
add $2 billion a year to the na- 
tion's tax bill. 


None of this, of course, was 


foreseen by the founding fathers. 
The men who wrote our Constitu- 
tion were eminently practical, not 
prejudiced and not twaddle-talk- 
ers. Faced with the choice that 
faces. President Johnson, 
they 


would have dealt firmly with its 
Intractable realities, with national 
interest as their only test. 


Unfortunately, almost no one 


has even begun to think about 
those realities. Hence, it is prob- 
ably unwise for the President to 
ask Congress for immediate ac- 
tion. But it is certainly his duty 
to tell the country that we cannot 
have real aid to education without 
passing the kind of broadened aid 
bill that his staff members briefly 
thought of recommending to him. 
Once Congress and the country 
have been forced to study the 
facts, the choice should become 
easy to make next year.

Childhood is not a happy time. 


It looks good from over the hill, 
but, like a gorgeous rainbow, it 
disappears when it is approached 
too closely. We confuse ignorance 
with 
innocence; 
laughter 
with 


contentment. When a man tells 
me "Ah, those were the days" I 
mark him as one with a limping 
memory, or one who equates hap- 
piness with irresponsibility. 


Mine, I know, was not happy. 


I'm glad it wasn't, because after 
reaching 
adulthood, 
everything 


looked good by comparison. This 
is not to say that the Bishops 
were in misery. There are a lot 
of emotions which lie between 
ecstasy and despair. We were 
about as average as' one can be. 
The difficulty lies in remembering 
what it was truly like. 


It has been said that we start 


life 
loving our 
parents, grow 


up understanding them, and grow 
old forgiving them. Tragic, but 
true. The original mistake is that, 
in our 
infantile love for 'our 


parents, we imbue them with vir- 
tues they do not have. I was cer- 
tain that my mother was the most 
beautiful 
and the best in the 


world. Logic could not shake me 
from this position. 


Today, it is difficult to say less 


of Jenny Tier Bishop. She was 
short and plump and had long 
brown hair with bronze glints in 
it. She had a full figure and an 
extremely pretty face. She never 
needed powder or rouge. And yet, 
no one could smash the palm of a 
hand across a face quicker. Nor 
for less. 


There were three of us and she 


had 
us dusting and 
polishing 


faucets and washing and drying 
dishes at the age of eight. There 
was church, school work, obed- 
ience to parents, household duties, 
and, if there was any spare time, 
play. If Jim, John or Adele failed 
in any task, mother told us calm- 
ly to begin the job all over. Do 
not correct the failure. Begin at 
the beginning. 


She loved us, cuddled us to her 


breast, and was the first to warn 
us never to feel superior to any- 
one because of creed or national- 
ity or color. A deliberate — as 
opposed to an accidental — viola- 
tion of her rules often meant a 
whacking with a broom. If we 
whined that the teacher hit us 
with a ruler, mother smiled wise- 
ly and hit us again. We learned 
not to complain. 


On the other hand, all the vir- 


tues we have came from her. Life 
was love, discipline, work; love, 
discipline, work. It wasn't a happy 
childhood. It was a good one, per- 
haps the best to prepare children 
for the heartlessness of the out- 
side world, but we didn't think 
of it that way. 


My father, who is 81, taught us 


the value of education and in- 


telligence. He was a lieutenant 
of police, a big handsome man 
with a ruddy face and prema- 
turely gray hair. "It is probably 
more fun to be stupid," he would 
say, "because the stupid person 
knows little and has less to worry 
about. 


But there is a wonderful world 


in the sky and under the sea and 
all around you if you want to 
learn. Work hard at school and 
read as much as you can. You'll 
be surprised at how interesting 
knowledge is." 


He did not punish us as often 


as my mother. Today, he denies 
that he ever punished us. But my 
memory is long. He had a razor 
strop in the bathroom, becausa 
he used a straight razor. When 
my mother goaded him enough, 
he would march one of us into 
the bathroom. There is very littl* 
running room in a bafh. He held 
us by the back of the neck and 
swung that razor strop so that it 
curled around the calves of th» 
legs. 


We worked harder not to court 


punishment. Still, if my mother 
sent us to bed without supper •— 
which happened rarely — it was 
dad who waited until she was 
busy and sneaked food to us. 
Neither of them ever reneged 
on a threat. If you were told that 
you were going to get it, there 
was no court of appeals and no 
amount of talking or tears could 
ameliorate the sentence. 


In the street, we found that 


other children delighted in cruel- 
ty. They made fun of lame young- 
sters, 
cursed 
patriarchal Jews 


with beards, the big ones chal- 
lenged the small ones to fight, 
and most of them were affluent 
at lying and stealing. All of the 
distortions about sex were taught 
in the street. 


When the depression came, tha 


police went on half salary, but 
the bills for rent and food were 
just as high. So my mother took in. 
piece work and we helped her to 
sew cloth buds on fancy garters at 
night. Sometimes we worked at 
it long after bedtime, and we had 
to blink and walk around the 
room to remain awake. 


For breakfast, there was little 


milk. We grew up on hot tea. 
If I tore my school trousers climb- 
ing a fence, my mother looked, 
put a hand over her mouth, and 
hurst into tears. When we got 
groceries, Mr. Goldman marked 
it in a book and my father tried 
to draw abreast of the payments 
twice a month. 


Childhood, my friend, is not a 


happy time. Still, as I look over 
my shoulder, I'm proud of my 
mother and father and the job 
they did. No one ever did more 
with so little . . .

Starting'Thursday the Peoples 


Transit Company and Mt. Savage 
Bus Lines will discharge and pick 
up passengers on Frederick Street 
in front of Police Headquarters, 
eliminating other stops in the 
downtown area.
